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Striving For Ideal Education 


School administrators and teachers glowed 


with satisfaction when they heard about the 


national goals published by the U.S. Office 


of Education—twice as much money as is 


being spent now to brirg everything up to 


snuff in the next IO years. 
But there is no glow of satisfaction over the 
prospect of a IOO per cent increase in the 
over all cost of education. Nothing was said 
by the Office of Education about raising the 
money or reforms in educational practice to 
justify its expenditure. 
If the salaries of school teachers were to be 
raised from a 1958-1959 average of $4,730 to 
an average of $7,439 in the next five years, 
the increase would have to be justified to 
the citizens who would pay it. They would 
expect a program of merit rating to be ap­ 
plied to the teaching profession. They would 
expect, also, serious consideration for pro 
pedals to lengthen the school year. 


REGARDING 
school 
construction, 
they 
wou’d expect vigorous scrutiny of foolish and 
obsolete specifications that boost school con­ 
struction csts needlessly. They would expect 
concerted action by school authorities to get 
rid of items of cost that produce no direct 
return in educational value. 
- Most of all, citizens asked to double their 


outlay on education 
would 
demand 
more 
equitable means of bearing the burden—and 
they would not accept at face value the glib 
claim of the National Education Assn. that 
federal aid to education would be the answer. 
It would not answer anything. It would be 
the denial of an answer if federal funds were 
distributed according to population formulas, 
drawing money away from communities and 
states already doing a creditable job for dis­ 
tribution among communities and states that 
never have tried to do a creditable job. 
There must be, eventually, an earmarked 
tax for schools only that would shift the 
growing burden of educational costs away 
from property owners to all beneficiaries of 
education. School finance is as knotty a prob­ 
lem as education, itself. Yet no one is looking 
for a solution 


THE OFFICE of Education estimate of what 
would be needed to finance an ideal educa­ 
tional setup will make no sense until it is 
backed up by an estimate of what would be 
required to raise twice as much money. 
Striving for ideal education is part of the 
American dream. It belongs to the American 
way of' life 
But so. too. does the practical 
problem of school finances. 
Merely to talk about what is needed without 
talking about how to get it is a waste of time. 


Everybody Agrees on Greenery 


Everybody agrees on one thing about pro- 


f>osals to make downtown sections of cities 


more attractive. They all want to add beauty 


in the form of greenery. 


There is a consensus on this point. 


~ Cities became too barren during years of 
•eneentration on buildings and streets. They 
failed to make allowance*! for the eye 
In 
every city that has tried to improve the 
appearance of its business area there has 
been special attention to plantings of shrubs, 
flowers and even trees. 
Currently, an interesting development in 
this direction is being reported from Toledo, 
which attracted attention to itself last sum­ 
mer by setting up a temporary mall. This 
was done by closing off a section to auto traf­ 
fic, adding temporary landscaping and giv­ 
ing shoppers and pedestrians a chance to 
move about freely, to sit on benches and 
feel they were part of an experiment in u t 
ban rehabilitation. 


'l et. when it was proposed that the experi­ 
ment be repeated this year, opposition ap­ 
peared among city officials and Toledo busi­ 
nessmen. The opposition is significant, be­ 
cause it grow-s out of conviction that tempo­ 
rary, piecemeal measures are no answer to 
rehabilitation of downtown areas. 
The answer is comprehensive planning, to 
cover all aspects of urban redevelopment. 
The goal is still the same — to make down­ 
town area* attractive. But the approach to 
the goal, as Is suggested in Toledo, is morg 
complex than a temporary mall. It entails 
getting rid of overage buildings, making 
more space for moving traffic and parked 
cars and improving the appearance of ex­ 
isting structures., 
This does not bar greenery as a temporary 
improvement, to please the eye. But it warns 
that greenery by itself is not enough In To­ 
ledo, where temporary measures were used 
last summer, there is a firm demand this 
summer for permanent measures.

The view that this end of an era 
applies also to domestic economy 
is far from universally held. 
Many

output, mare jobs, more houses 
built, higher stock prices. 
But those who have sniffed out 
a change note several things. 
Sales competition in most lines 
is keener than ever this year 
In 
part this is due to finicky con­ 
sum ers. They 
have

surfeit of 
choices in deciding how to spend 
whatever money 
they 
have 
left 
over after providing the bare ne­ 
cessities 
for 
keeping 
body 
and 
soul together—after paying taxes. 
In part, it is due to excess ca­ 
pacity to produce goods in many 
lines of industry. The competition 
to sell what they can produce is 
highlighting new 
aspects of the 
industrial 
scene 
as 
the 
sixties 
start. 
The change in the economy is 
showing up in production as well 
as the sales field. The first sign

I am convinced that forced integra­ 
tion will never work. ‘iou cannot 
make two races * love each other 
and accept each other at the point 
of bayonets. It must come from the 
heart if it is to be successful. Oth- 
erwise, we can build walls of hatred 
and prejudice that will take gen­ 
erations to overcome.
